Many a child who 
has been badly bitten had it coming to him— 
after teasing. annoying or hurting a dog.

I love dogs, and so when I meet one, 
perhaps in the home of a friend, I am ready to 
be friendly. But I wait for the deg—te-eome- 
to me, and then I move very slowly so as 
not to alarm him. First I let my arm drop 
slowly so that he can smell me, and thus 
see if he thinks I am the sort of fellow. he 
cares to associate with. 

*. We must remember that ‘a dog decides 
about such matters with his nose much more 
than with his eyes. I never reach out to pet 
@ dog until I see that he has accepted’me.

In the winter number of that interesting 
journal ‘Family Safety’’ is the best article 
I have. ever seen on avoiding trouble with 
dogs. As the author says, every so often a 
child is badly mauled by a dog.~Oftentimes 
it is the child's fault for having teased the 
anintal or having tried to take his food away 
from him. 

To avoid having a biting type of dog, the 
owner should know enough to handle him and 
train him, especially in his_ puppy days.. The 
dog should learn who is boss around the place 
—a kindly boss, but still the boss. One reason 
why some poodles are so neurotic is that. they 
are. constantly fussed over, but rarely dis- 
ciplined with a firm hand. A dog, like many 
a child, needs a firm and kindly hand, 

A puppy that misbehaves should be taken 
by the scuff of the neck and given one shake. 
Occasionally he may need one clout, but no 
dog should ever be given a beating. 

Experts say dogs seldom bite unless in- 
vitec to do this. A study of many bites showed 
that in two or three cases,ithe dog had been 
proveked. _Many.dog bites are due to the 
person's: having tried to break up a dog 
fight. _When greatly excited,a-—dog can bite 
even his master, According to a study made 
in Pittsburgh, the dogs most likely to bite are 
boxers, collies, Eskimo dogs, German shep- 
herds, Great Danes, St. Bernards, and Dober- 
man. pinschers. Hounds have a low “‘bite 
count."*
